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Federal, state charges to be dismissed 
Sara Coner faces 'deferred prosecution' program

There will be neither federal nor state 
prosecution of Sara Rush Coner, accused of 
kidnaping by a federal warrant and two counts 
each of interferrfng with the custody of minors 
and conspiracy by the state. 
U. S. Attorney J. Clayton Undercofler an­ 
nounced at noon Wednesday he would recom­ 
mend the courts place Miss Coner “on a deferred 
prosecution program 
as an 
alternative to 
prosecution.” 
“ We will dismiss our charges,” said Chester 
County District Attorney William Lamb. His 
assistant, Elliott Goldberg, was to prosecute the 


case for the Commonwealth. 
Phoenixville Juvenile Officer Thomas Demp­ 
sey said he was “lost for words” when he heard 
Lamb’s decision. 
“I agree with the decision of the federal 
authorities. We felt the crime should be handled 
on the state level,” said Dempsey . 
Phoenixville Police Chief Joseph Kane agreed, 
adding “Our purpose in this investigation was 
never to see her go to jail. But my officers spent 
a lot of effort and time and taxpayers money in 
this investigation and it should go to the courts.” 
Lamb said prosecution will continue of Mrs. 
Katherine Coner, 
57, 
who 
is 
charged 
by 
Phoenixville and Schuylkill Township police with 
the same state offenses as her daughter, and 


hindering her daughter’s apprehension. 
Mrs. Coner picked up Mai Yen Thanh, 12, and 
Mai Yen Phuong, 5, from school April 27 and 
apparently turned them over to her daughter, 
who fled with the girls. 
Sara Coner’s eventual surrender was due to 
the co-operation of her mother with federal at­ 
torneys. Miss Coner said she surrendered after 
her mother told her about a federal kidnaping 
warrant against her. 
With deferred prosecution, Miss Coner will be 
placed on probation for any period up to two 
years. If she meets the conditions of the 
probation, Miss Coner will emerge with no 
record of any kind indicating she was charged 
with kidnaping. 


Phoenixville police say they never wanted to 
see Miss Coner prosecuted on the kidnaping 
felony. Their charge, filed jointly with Schuylkill 
Township, was interfering with custody and 
there should be “some type of penalty involved.” 
“ If the court saw fit to find her guilty and place 
her on probation, I would have no complaints,” 
said Kane. 
“Then she would have a record. There was a 
person harmed, the mother. The mother, Duong 
Thi Yen Naga, missed work, she had 20 days of 
misery and lost many pounds worrying. A few 
other people were worrying too, like this whole 
police department. ” 
Lamb said Chester County “would go along

from Route 100, when the 
dumpster fell. 
Police 
are 
unsure 
what 
caused the dumpster to fall on 
Guest, but noted the engine 
was running while he worked 
on the truck. 
According to Nauroth, Mr. 
Guest was discovered by his

subject and that efforts 
are underway to con­ 
vince HUD to reverse its 
ruling. 
“The letter is not the 
final and the issue is not 
dead,” 
Harwood 
said 
Wednesday. 
“We 
still 
have a chance to respond 
to this letter and to bring 
out certain points which 
may alter their position. 
We are in the process of 


doing that right now.” 
Harwood 
said 
he

HU D’s 
Philadelphia area, which 
includes 
Pottstown, 
to 
p r e s e n t 
c e r t a i n 
arguments in favor of 
granting funding for the 
project. 


“ The issues governing 
whether

quite complex. Suffice to 
say it has not been ab­ 
solutely determined that 
the center won’t qualify, 
and we are working to 
see if we can get it ap­ 
proved,” he said. 
Harwood, said he hopes 
the area representative 
will notify him by Friday

reverse its stance. 


Regarding the chances 
that such a reversal will 
occur, 
Harwood 
said 
“I’m not as optimistic as 


I once was, but we’ll just 
have to wait and see.” 
The borough has asked 
that a $10,000 share of the 
second year funds go to 
the center. The second 
year of the community 
developm ent 
program 
will start in July. In 
addition, a request was 
made for $10',000' in the 
first year of the program 
(July 8, 1975 to July 8, 
1976). Both requests have 
been held up, however, 
while the housing agency 
determines the eligibility 
of the project.

In Holly Acres case 
Insurance lacking 
if lawsuit lost 
School aid bill given little chance 
to pass this year, officials say

Although the proposal 
to give additional state 
aid 
to 
public 
schools 
would be a God-send to 
m a n y 
f i n a n c i a l l y 
troubled 
districts, 
if 
approved, 
local school 
officials 
are 
skeptical 
that 
the 
bill 
will 
be 
passed! this year. 
So 
is 
the 
ranking 
minority leader on the 
house 
education 
com­ 
mittee. 
State Rep. G. Seiber 
Pancoast, a member of 
the 
education com­ 
mittee, said he feels the 
bill may be shelved this 
year. 
“It’s really a question 
of where the state would 
find 
the $160 
million. 
That's the estimated cost 
of implementing the bill 
and, at the moment, that 
kind of money just isn’t 
available,” 
said 
the 
College ville Republican, 
Pancoast noted that the 


bill, which calls for a 10.6 
per cent cost of living 
boost in public school 
support, would probably 
necessitate a hike in state 
taxes, a move legislators 
might not be willing to 
make in an election year. 
There also is a time 
factor. School districts 
must by law adopt their 
1976-1977 budgets by the 
end of June. If the bill is 
passed after that date, it 
would be difficult, and 
costly, for districts to 
alter their local tax rates 
because the tax forms 
will already have been 
printed and sent out. 
Pancoast noted that the 
bill was referred to the 
h o u s e 
a p p r o p ri a 11 ons 
committee 
Wednesday. 
Once 
the 
com mittee 
determines the exact cost 
of the bill, the statute will 
again be reviewed by the 
full house and a vote may 
be taken. The legislation 
would then be passed on 
to the senate for con­ 
sideration. 


All this takes time, the 
representative observed, 
and it is unlikely the bill 
could be approved by the 
end of the month. 


“The legislature can 
move bills quite quickly 
when it wants to, but I’m 
not sure this will happen 
here,” he said. “I wanted 
to be optimistic about the 
chances 
of 
the 
bill 
passing earlier but it just 
hasn’t moved that fast. ” 


If a decision isn’t made 
by 
the 
legislature 
by 
June 30, Pancoast said 
there is a good chance the 
statute will be shelved for 
the year. 
“It 
is 
my 
personal 
opinion that the state 
should assume a greater 
share 
of the 
cost 
of 
education,” 
he 
said. 
“And extra support is 
really needed in many 
districts in the southeast. 
But I would not be too 
optimistic right now.”

District, 
which 
would 
receive about $200,000 if 
the bill was approved, 
also were doubtful about 
the 
chances 
of

legislation being passed, 


“ The 
information 
I 
have gotten and other 
s c h o o l

managers I know have 
gotten is ‘don’t count on a 
dollar,’ ” said Linford 
Moyer, assistant to the 
s u p e r i n t e n d e n t 
for 
business in the Pottstown 
system. 


‘‘There 
are 
some 
positive things going for 
the bill. The Philadelphia 
school 
system 
really 
needs funding as do some 
others, and I feel that the 
s t a t e 
t e a c h e r s 
association may back the 
legislation,”1 he added, 


“ But, I don’t know how 
likely it is that the bill 
will pass, particularly in 
an election year when the 
legislature is concerned 
about tax increases. ”

E arlier in the day

Tuesday’s primary in 
Montana, held a press 
conference in Ohio, while 
Brown appeared in New 
Jersey before heading for 
his home state. 


Rep. Morris Udall of 
Arizona confined his 
campaign stops to Ohio. 
Repu blic a n cha D longer 
Ronald Reagan, a former 
California governor, also 
appeared in his home 
state, repeating his 
pledge that as president 
he would seek legislation 
to end forced busing to 
a ch ie v e sch ool in­ 
tegration. 
President Ford did not 
schedule any political 
appearances. 
Carter won the South 
D a k o t a 
p r i m a r y 
Tuesday, but finished 
second in Rhode Island to 
an uncommitted line on 
the ballot, which Brown 
had urged voters to en­ 
dorse. He lost in Mon­ 
tana. 
He still has a block of 
903 delegates committed 
to him, nearly three 


times as many as Udall, 
who now stands second in 
the delegate count. 
Church and Brown, 
both of whom entered the 
race late, now have 65 
and 22.5 com m itted 
delegates respectively. It 
takes 1,505 for the 
nomination. 
Reporters in Ohio 
questioned Church about 
whether he felt that Udall 
should drop out of that 
state’s primary. 
“ If I had run in a series 
of primaries and not won, 
I would recognize that 
the convention would not 
turn to me,” Church said. 
But asked specifically 
if he felt Udall should 
drop out of the Ohio race, 
Church replied: "I would 
have to leave that to his 
judgment.”

Mike Cohen, who as usual had hustled from his 
downtown Chicago law office to make the first race, 
got out of the car in the Hawthorne race course 
parking lot, loosened his necktie in the noonday sun 
and, on the way to the track entrance, walked past the 
stable area where he was greeted along: the way by a 
round of applause and the smell of manure. Mike 
Cohen was in heaven. 
Cohen had recently returned from Shreveport, La.,, 
'where he winnlngly argued a case in federal court in 
which his client had been charged with book making 
«it a local track. News, like only some horses, travels, 
fast. And: Mike received now a warm, hand and a yelp 
of praise from, a trainer, an exercise boy stopping for 
a moment from soaping a, steed, a, jockey and a 
bookie, some of whom, are also Mike’s clients. 
Michael B. Cohen is a lawyer and a horse bettor, or 
a, horse bettor and a lawyer. Mostly, he is that most 
enviable of breeds: one who happily combines his 
work with his passion. 
Cohen is a 36-year-old bachelor, slender, dark- 
haried and with athat ineradicable twinkle of hope in 
his eyes which is as necessary to the horse player as a 
limber jaw is to the barrister. 
Mike’s sentimental attachment to the track is 
greater than it is to the court room,, if only because 
he’s been at the former longer. The heady aroma of 
the track enveloped Mike when he was a teenager and 
taught him valuable lessons. Once, after losing over 
$100 three straight days, he determined forever to 
gamble only as much as he could afford to lose. 
Then last summer the gods fell madly and sweetly 
in love with Mike. He put. a chunk on. a trifecta — 
picking winners in three straight races — and won a 
goodly five-figure su. m. 
More than that, business has picked up con­ 
siderably since he has become a track regular. A 
lawyer gets clients only when, word has been passed 
on from the horse’s mouth. 
When, a trainer had been, suspended by the racing 
com.mission, a friend told him, about a lawyer named 
Cohen who really knows racing — a. rarity. Mike 
defended him, and so skillfully cross-examined the 
head steward, the famed former jockey Ted Atkinson., 
that the stable area was abuzz. 
A gambler-friend of another jockey then, came to 
Mike. Told him about a problem., Mike went to the 
racing 'board and, helped the jockey out. The jockey 
gave him a tip, in appreciation. It turns out that some 
of Mike’s clients can only afford tips for fees. 
This particular tip was, “Don’t bet. my horse. He 
looks good in the form chart, but the track isn’t right 
for him,” The horse won. Mike was speechless, A. few 
days later Mike ran into the jockey. 
“About that horse...” Mike began. 
“Not the horse’s fault,,” the jockey said. “It was the 
track’s. They changed the track on him. And I forgot 
to tell you,’''' 
Mike said later, “Not only didn’t I get a fee, but. I 
lost $150 on the race. ”' 
This is one of Mike’s biggest problems with his race 
track clients who are on the inside. “They don’t know 
very much,” he said. “Jockeys are naturally born 
horrible handicappers. And trainers, they fall in, love 
with their horses and. become blind,” 
So Mike sticks with his handle a pper pals, who meet 
under the stands after every race to try to decide the 
future of the next, race. 
One of the handicappers spends his whole life living 
in motels alongside race tracks in various parts of the 
country. 
“ His name is Seymour," said. Mike, “and he has 
taught me1 self-control,. That’s what you need to be a 
successful bettor. Seymour’s saying Is, ‘If you beat 
the price, you 'beat the game,.’ For example, if he 
believes a horse ought to go off at 3-1, and only goes 
off at 2-1, he won’t bet it. 
Another of the bettors under the stands is Luigi, 
who owns a tiny restaurant on Lake Shore Drive. One 
day Luigi is in. the hospital after having suffered a 
heart attack... He gets a call from the Internal 
Revenue Service that, they are a'bout to dose up his 
restaurant due to some pecuniary lapse. 
Luigi calls Mike. Mike rushes to court to get. a 
restraining order. Luigi throws on. a robe and slippers 
and runs out of the hospital. Shortly, Luigi, and M'ike 
see each other running from opposite ends of the 
street toward the restaurant. Mike shoves a piece of 
court paper at the IRS agent who is about to padlock 
the door. And the day was saved! 
By day’s, end, Mike obviously needs his daily hot. 
bath at, home to repose and reflect. But one evening 
recently, ruminating over the day’s torn-up mutuel 
tickets, he suddenly leaped out, of the tub like a por­ 
poise. He flung on his clothes, jumped, into his car and 
sped to the track. He was certain he had acci.dent.ally 
ripped, up a daily-double ticket, because he had made 
numerous bets for several friends. 
it was dark at the track. He banged on the locked 
gate at the stable area. ,A guard arrived, Mike begged 
to be let in. The guard,, listening to the explanation, 
said that it was no use. The stands had. been swept up. 
The ticket, alas, was.go.ne forever. 
“You should have perspective about such things. 
What’s done is done.. And. whenever I think of that 
night now,” said Mike, “I cry.”

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Syrian troops calm civil war' in northeastern Lebanon

Elias Rives could be 
r e p l a c e d 
b y 
a 
mechanical 
shovel 
or 
feeder. And profits from 
the herd of pigs he tends 
c o u ld 
be 
d o u b le d , 
perhaps tripled, using the 
whirring 
machines 
in­ 
stead of Elias' hands. 
But profits aren’t Elias 
concern; pigs are. Like 
the 60 other villagers of 
Kimberton Hills, Elias 
works for no salary. Half 
th e 
com m unity, 
in­ 
cluding Elias, is retar­ 
ded. 
This, however, is no 
institution. There are no 
fences 
or 
walls. 
No 
d o r m i t o r i e s 
o r 
c a fe te ria s. 
No 
sym ­ 
pathetic nurses in white 
uniforms. 
Just pastures and a 
valley 
full 
of 
young 
fa rm e rs. 
They 
sta rt 
milking at 5 a.m. 
Kimberton Hills, a 350 
acre dairy farm south of 
Phoenixville, lies against 
a bend of the French 
Creek. It is part of the 
international 
Camphill 
M o v em en t 
w ith 
40 
communities 
scattered 
o v er 
E urope, 
South 
Africa and the U.S., each 
an 
industrious 
cluster 
w here 
the 
m entally 
handicapped work and 
live together. 
V olunteer 
w orkers 
devote their lives to the 
Camphill Movement. But 
they are not custodians of 
the handicaped. They are 
co-workers who work on 
the farm , not on patients. 
One of the co-workers, 
H ubert 
Zipperlen, 
a 
founder 
of 
Kimberton 
Hills, does much of the 
administrative labor, but 
he 
shrinks 
from 
any 
tables that would give 
him a superior position in 
t h e 
c o m m u n i t y ’ s 
hierarchy. 
" I’m in retirement and 


I raise pigs," Zipperlen 
says with a grin. 
Striding 
through 
the 
rolling fields, Zipperlen, 
in his German accent, 
doesn’t 
just 
talk, 
but 
d i s c o u r s e s 
on 
t he 
philosophy of Kimberton 
Hills. 
A 
Jeffersonian 
pig 
farmer, 
he 
explains 
social cooperation with 
references 
to 
Goethe, 
T h o r e a u 
and 
K a rl 
Koenig, 
the 
Viennese 
pediatrician who began 
t h e 
i n t e r n a t i o na 1 
movement in 1939. The 
Kimberton Hills branch 
was founded in 1972 and 
is the second of two 
American chapters. 
Smiling villagers greet 
Zipperlen with a friendly 
"Hello Hubert’’ at nearly 
every turn of the path 
back to his garden cot­ 
t a g e . 
The 
f a r m e r - 
philosopher is talking on 
the rights and dignities of 
th e 
m e n t a l l y 
h a n ­ 
d i c a p p e d 
a n d 
t h e 
troubles 
of 
industrial 
society where the han­ 
dicapped do not fit. 
P e r f u m e

honeysuckle 
laces 
the 
a i r . 
The 
s c e n e 
is 
perilously idyllic. 
"It is idyllic if you 
com pare

Washington," Zipperlen 
says.

And problems, he says, 
are the raw materials 
that 
communities 
are 
made 
of. 
Getting

workers to devote their 
lives to the community - 
they receive no salary - is 
not

berton Hills continues to

applicants. 


The co-workers, 
like 
the handicapped, receive 
f o o d , 
f u r n i s h i n g s , 
clothing, medical care, 
and what the community 


ca lls 
the 
means 
of 
g r a ti fy i ng 
t hei r 
in­ 
tellectual needs. And no 
more. 
TV is out. Its evils have 
been well documented, 
Zipperlen says. Radio is 
frivolous. 
An 
example 
of 
the 
community sharing on a 
non-capitalist basis is the 
financing of a college 
education for Zipperlen’s 
son. 
It is put in the 
community budget. 
The residents care for 
a herd of 45 Guernsey 
cows, a small herd of pigs 
and some poultry. Milk 
and meat are produced in 
excess and sold as are 
some plants from the 
greenhouse. 
All 
feed 
crops are grown on the 
farm. 
It is not sheer labor, 
hard-driven by a work 
ethic, that is prized here. 
It is the garden-earth 
type that is treasured. 
"There 
is 
no 
great 
therapeutic 
value 
in 
operating a drill press at 
GM, is there? This is 
work in the gardens, the 
g reenhouse 
and 
the 
bam ." 
One of the problems 
facing a new villager is 
garden variety culture 
shock. Most newcomers 
arrive 
from 
the 
city 
where they were raised. 
Some have never seen 
cows. Now they will have 
to milk one. 


E a c h 
p r o s p e c t i v e 
villager stays for a one 
month trial period. If he 
f i t s , 
he 
s t a y s . 
Requirements 
for 
the 
retarded person are that 
he must be aware of 
h i m s e 1 f 
a n d 
h i s 
surroundings. He must 
be over 18 and be able to 
take care of personal 
needs such as washing 
and dressing. 


"Most 
anybody 
can 
try," 
says 
Zipperlen’s 
wife, 
Helen. Kimberton 


Hills includes a great 
range of persons, from 
the near normal, to those 
“ at 
the 
borderline 
of 
what we can cope with." 
The villagers live in 
eight houses. Each house 
is an extended family of 
some 
co-workers 
and 
their children, if any, and 
s o m e 
h a n d i c a p p e d 
adults. 
Other small agrarian 
communities, such as the

have foundered. 
Yet Kimberton Hills and 
its parent groups, run by 
a society half of which is 
retarded, seems to have

momentum to stay alive. 
The 
answer, Zipperlen 
says with a smile, is the 
spiritual foundation. 
Active Christianity is 
what he calls the farm ’s 
credo. “Not to talk, but to 
do" is his explanation of 
active Christianity.

however, open to persons 
from any religion. No one 
is forced to attend the

Limbo, she says, is a 
product of competitive 
society. And competition 
allows no room for those 
who fall behind.

dicapped. The industrial 
process, the competitive 
element, just does not 
permit it." 


K im berton 
operates 
differently. No pressures 
are ever applied to force 
work. 
There

q u ot a s, 
though 
farm 
produce 
provides 
a 
substantial 
share of the 
village's 
income. The rest comes 
from donations. 
Work, Zipperlen says, 
is used to build a sense of 
freedom 
and 
serenity, 
not to destroy it. 


Since Kimberton Hills 
is a community and not 
an 
institution, 
social 
philosophy 
necessarily 
takes the place of rules 
and regulations. An in­ 
s t i t u t i o n 
Z i p p e r l e n 
defines as a place where 
the goverment requires 
"water sprinklers over 
the beds and under the 
beds and fire escapes

In many institutions he

The job picture: a pilot shortage is developing quickly

There will be an acute national shortage of 
airline pilots within three or four years even 
though there are more than 2,400 com m ercial 
pilots that 
have been furloughed 
by their 
airlines, 
a 
form er 
Am erican 
Airlines 
vice 
president predicts. 
Foreign airlines are having m ajor problems 
right now in getting enough adequately trained 
jet pilots. Some foreign airlines, particularly in 
the Middle East, have new jets that are unused 
because of a lack of pilots, pilot and American 
Airlines vice president for flight training. 
He is now president of a new organization that 


will soon take high school graduates, give them 
liberal arts and sciences courses at Baylor 
University and then teach them to fly. 
It’s a cooperative program arranged by Ava 
Flight Academy, which Gibson heads, with 
Baylor University, Texas State Technical In­ 
stitute and American Airlines, 


For more than 30' years, the m ilitary has been 
providing virtually an unlimited pool of pilots 
who convert to com m ercial flying, an interview, 
Federal Aviation Administration regulations 
require pilots to retire at age 60 and there are a 
substantial number of those hired after World 
War II reaching that age now. 


As they retire, som e of the furloughed pilots 
will be recalled, draining that pool of flying 
talent.

turned to other careers. 
The Air Line Pilots Association said it does not 
know how many actually want their com mercial 
flying jobs back, vice president of Ava. 
, 
Eid and Dr. Herbert H. Reynolds, executive 
vice president of Baylor U niversity, said the 
program will not be open to individual ap­ 
plications through them. 
Foreign students will com e from foreign 


airlines and governm ents and U.S. students will 
be nominated into the program by airlines. 
The program , to start in June with a group of 
Iranians, according to an Ava official, will deal 
heavily with m anagem ent and decision-making 
classes as well as engineering and flight sciences 
during three years at Baylor, aircraft. 
Jet training will be at the American Airlines 
Flight Center after graduation from Ava with a 
bachelor’s degree in aviation sciences issued by 
Baylor. 
The Ava course is an expensive one — between 
$12,000 and $13,000 at Baylor, including living 
costs, and about $8,000 the fourth y ear at the Ava 
Flight Academy. 


NEW YORK — Nobody can say that the Nine 
Old Men don’t work hard, hard, hard for their 
money.

“ Opinion of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in Sakraida v. Ag Pro, Inc." And the 
court’s opinion is described briefly by the U.S. 
Patents Quarterly Publication as: 
“ Water flush system to rem ove manure from 
b arn is invaId for obviousness.” 


Well, lets ignore just what the fight was all 
about — other than to say that one side was 
charging that the other side infringed on its U.S. 
Patent, No. 3,223,070, entitled “ Dairy Establish­ 
m ent,” What’s im portant is that the Nine Old 
Men said that the original patent wan’t paten­ 
table in the first place! They said the system, 
called “ Dairy Establishm ent,” w asn’t tricky 
enough to “constitute invention.” called “ Dairy 
Establishment" provided for a paved surface in 
the barn, a sloping floor, a drain and a tank to 
spill w ater over the floor “ with such water 
washing any cow offal thereon into the said 
d ra in .” 


But the court w asn ’t shaken to the soles of its 
judicial feet by this offal idea. It said that to be 
called “invented,” a thing has to be fairly new. 
And it implied that lots of other people, including 
Hercules, had had ideas not unlike those of 
“ Dairy E stablishm ent." 
Turning to Guerber’s “ Myths of Greece and 
R om e,” the judges quoted: 
“ Hercules was sent to Augeas King of Elis, 
who had im m ense droves of cattle. The stables

Playboy empire—going from bed to worse 


Playboy is going out of style. 
The em pire Hugh Hefner built around The 
Bunny is failing to reproduce itself. 
Now the name Playboy is m ore a liability than 
an asset. The Playboy Club Hotel at Great 
Gorge, N.J., and the Playboy Towers hotel in 
owntown Chicago have quietly changed their 
nam es to the Great Gorge Resort Hotel and The 
Towers. 


An official of Playboy E nterprises adm its that 
the Playboy name and the rabbit head elem were 
a detriment to business. 
The 
Wall 
Street 
Journal, 
which 
audited 
Playboy 
Enterprises, 
discovered 
that 
the 
conglom erate of publications and leisure ac­ 
tivities earned $10 million two years ago, but 
only $1 million last year. 
The money-losing string of hotels and key 
clubs and such were kept afloat only by Playboy 
m agazine, yet that m agazine’s circulation is 
down from 7 million circulation in 1972 to 5.5 
million nowr. 


W henever any previously prosperous business 
hits the skids, everybody involved has to blame 
som ebody else. 
Hefner blames the recession. 
Form er officials blame Hefner. 
A 
Wall Street 
securities 
analyst 
blames 
im itators and competitors. They note that, while 
Playboy circulation has diminished, the cir­ 
culation of a racier rival publication. Penthouse, 
has more than doubled. 
But Gay Tálese, who is writing a book about 
“ Sex In Am erica,” observes that what was 
considered erotic and sensational 15 years ago is 
taken for granted today. “Nobody gets that 
excited about looking at a Bunny any m ore.” 
Playboy has lost $6.2 million trying to make 
m ovies, has lost $5.8 million trying to make and 
m a rk et recordings, and over the past five years 
has lost $14.4 million in its hotel business. 
So when Hugh Hefner sought a bank loan last 
sum m er of $12 million to $15 million to buy back 
shares of stock owned by the public, the bank 
said no. 


All that’s holding the one-time vast Playboy 
eire together is the magazine, and its pretax 
earnings have sagged from $22 million in 1973 to 
$8.5 million in ’75. 
And now the IRS is auditing tax deductions 
which Mr. Hefner took in maintaining his 
mansions and his private jet—$15 million since 
1970. Any disallowance of those deductions could 
hurt. 
Hefner has since sold the plane and reduced 
his headquarters overhead by 20 percent. 
A former associate, Frank Brady, who wrote a 
biography of Hefner, calls him “ a gazine man 
who never should have m essed with that other 
stuff.” 
After Hefner, what? 
If the sex-oriented publications have lost their 
allure to all except their foundation 5 percent of 
our population, what next? 
Publications dealing with the occult are in­ 
creasing in nuers and in circulation—suggesting 
the possibility that we might be going “ from bed 
to w orse.”

Now, the judges didn’t say that 
“ Dairy 
Establishm ent” has stolen H ercules’ idea — and 
that, perhaps, he was the rightful owner of the 
patent — but they did concur with lower court 
findings: 
“Courts should scrutinize combination patent 
claim s with a care proportioned to the the dif­ 
ficulty and improbability of finding invention in 
an assem bly of the old elem ents...A patent for a 
combination which only unites old elem ents with 
no change in their respective functions... ob­ 
viously withdraws what already is known into 
the field of its monopoly and diminishes the 
resourses available to skillful m en ....” 


What the court was saying, I think, was that 
things that have been tried before and are put 
together by a skillful mechanic cannot be 
characterized as an “ invenion.” 
Whether Hercules got his idea from an old 
Popular Science magazine, w e’ll never know. 
M aybe he couldn’t have got a patent, either. But 
I do know that the attorney who sent this 
m aterial said she wouldn’t touch the whole thing 
with a 10-foot pitchfork 
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Moson Denison 
Limited driver's license proviso—a thorny, hassled issue 


HARRISBURG — It’s a reasonably safe 
assumption you wouldn’t relish having your 
driver’s license lifted any more than the next 
guy — but perhaps that “ next guy” doesn't 
have to worry about it; you do. 


And the reason the next guy doesn't have 
to worry about loss of his license, even 
though he has violated the law, is because he 
needs it to carry on his occupation, or needs 
it to obtain medical care, or to obtain basic 
nutritional needs. 
At least this would be the case if Penn­ 
sylvania’s lawmakers finally 
enact the 
- proposed 
new 
“Vehicle Code" 
as now 
• written. 


In other words, you violate the law (the 
Motor Code) and you pay the penalty; you 
lose your license. 
The “next guy" violates the law (the 
Motor Code) the same as you, but he’s 
granted a “limited driver’s license" to carry 
on his occupation, etc. 


The issue, whether to incorporate the 
limited driver's license proviso in the new 
Motor Code, has been one of the thorniest 
and most hassled-over issues to confront 
lawmakers in their drive to update the 
Keystone State’s ancient (back to the 1920’s ) 
Motor Code. 
When the measure passed the House of 
Representatives the proviso was not in­ 
cluded but when the Senate Transportation 
Committee released the bill last week it was 
inserted. 


The proviso is an interesting and in­ 
triguing one not only from the argumen­ 
tative and debate standpoint but also from 
the ideological standpoint. 


For example, it used to be that when you 
violated the law you expected to pay the 
penalty — but curiously in today’s somewhat 
apologetic “free society" the “expectation" 
seem s to be missing in most instances. 
Rather, if there is any “expectation" at all 


it revolves around side-stepping the full 
penalty via a somewhat lenient excuse route. 
Isn’t this the case with the limited driver’s 
license when the “ next guy" violated the 
law? For example, he needs his car or truck 
or bus or Honda for his occupation. 


“ Oh, but that’s different," is the defensive 
cry — but the one sam eness in both cases is 
that each violated the law. 
Seemingly the significant point in both 
instances is that had each violator stayed 
within the law — as others are expected to do 


— neither would be in trouble in the first 
place. 
But regardless of whether the “limited 
driver’s license" 
proviso 
is 
finally 
in­ 
corporated, the new code is a “ must" from 
almost any standpoint. 


Work on revising the code started back in 
1973 — and seem ingly Bicentennial year 1976 
is a most appropriate time for adoption of 
this new “declaration of motoring prin­ 
ciples"! 


Under this theory, w hat about the guy who 
robbed the corner grocery for a little extra 
money over and above what he receives 
from his normal occupation? 


H e’s thrown in the klink and loses his job — 
yet he violated the law the sam e as the “next 
guy" motorist; shouldn’t he too be granted a 
“ Limited license" to be free from jail and 
work at his occupation. 


For one thing it updates the ancient con­ 
traption Pennsylvania now uses and for 
another it would bring the Pennsylvania 
code into conformity with the “Uniform 
Vehicle Code" designed as a model for the 50 
states. 


And as a spur — the new code is necessary 
to m eet federal highway safety standards 
and thus avoid losing up to $30,000,000 a year 
in federal highway funds.

But last fall, Joe and his wife, 
Rose, decided on a vacation trip to 
Acapulco, and did some deep sea 
fishing. And the results were of 
trophy proportions. 
Joe landed a 10 foot, 171 pound 
Sailfish, 10 miles off the coast of 
Mexico. The fish was the largest 
ever boated by the captain of the 
boat Joe was on. 
And not to be outdone, his wife 


landed an 8 foot, 10 inch Sailfish, 
which tipped the scales at 131 
pounds. Joe took “ a fast 40 minutes” 
to land his trophy, while Rose had 
her fish in the boat In 35 minutes.

With bass fishing only a couple 
weeks away, here’s some tips from 
Johnson Outboard Motor Co. on 
finding fish. 
Finding the fish is the key lo 
success and that’s 
where an out­ 
board can be a real friend. When 
fishing a lake for the first time do 
some exploring first. Cruise around 
and note locations of fish cover, 
points extending out into deep water, 
shady spots, deep holes, Get a 
topographic map of the water, if you 
can, and check your observations 
against the water depths and land 
contours shown on the map. 
Unless you’ve got some pretty 
sure knowledge of where there are 
some fish, your next assignment is 
trolling. When trolling, your lure is 
in the water constantly and you’re 
covering a lot of territory. Use a 
deep weed less plug to minimize the 
danger of getting hung up on un­ 
derwater obstructions. 
If 
this 
doesn’t work, try a shallower diving 
plug. Vary your trolling speeds from 
a very slow troll to a fasterthan- 
you’d-think-you-ought-to 
speed. 
Make sure, however, that your 
trolling plug is swimming with the 
action it is intended to produce. If 
possible, keep the rod in your hands, 
not in the rod holder, and set the 
drag very lightly. 
Trolling is effective; so effective 
that some states don’t allow it. When 
you find fish, anchor and cast in that 
area, If you don’t pick up any more 
fish start trolling again. 


One of the best 
techniques for 
fishing the shoreline with an out­ 
board is to reverse your motor. 
There are several advantages to 
this. You can go slower and work 
and area more carefully. Because 
the steerage is at the point of power, 
you can maintain your best distance 
to the shoreline. 


Your outboard can come in handy 
when fishing weed beds or holes in 
open water. Use your outboard to 
run upwind of the fishing area, then 
shut it off and drift. If the wind isn't 
right, keep your motor idling and 
use it occasionally in reverse to 
make course corrections.
